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Foreword 


Forty-three years ago, a London solicitor named Bernard Morgan orga- 
nized a race to bring together the last of the world’s great square-rigged sailing 
ships. With the support of Lord Mountbatten and other influential individuals 
who were also sailors, an organizing committee was formed and produced a 
spectacular race from Torbay, England to Lisbon, Portugal in 1956. That first 
international Tall Ships" Race was so successful that the group went on to 
become the Sail Training Association (now called the International Sail Train- 
ing Association or ISTA), which continues to hold tall ship races. 

Instead of a “last” opportunity to see a dwindling fleet of great sailing 
ships, the races sparked imaginations around the world and became a power- 
ful catalyst for the ongoing construction of a modern tall ships fleet. Scores of 
new, large-scale sailing ships and hundreds of smaller vessels have been 
launched or restored since that first European event and governments around 
the world continue to announce plans for training vessels and ambassadorial 
missions under sail. Annually organized sail training races continue to enhance 
public awareness of the power of wind, sea and sail to instill leadership 
qualities in young people while the extraordinary spectacle of tall ships even 
at berth compels millions of dockside visitors to ports throughout the world 
each year. 

In 1972, Barclay Warburton sailed his brigantine Black Pearl to participate 
in the European sail training races and was so taken by the enthusiasm and 
spirit they inspired that he founded the American Sail Training Association the 
next year. ASTA marks a quarter of a century in 1998, and at twenty-five, is the 
oldest “sister” in a growing family of national sail training association affiliates 
— now representing nineteen different countries. The international races now 
draw hundreds of participating vessels and thousands of on-board trainees; a 
vibrant legacy of the “last” race between five square-riggers forty-two years 
ago! 

The American Sail Training Association published the first edition of this 
directory in 1979 and featured twenty-three ships. This edition — our tenth — 
includes one hundred and forty-eight, many of which were only a twinkle in a 
sailor's eye twenty years ago. The publication of Sail Tall Ships! is only one of 
the many activities ASTA undertakes to fulfill its mission — to encourage 
character building through sail training, promote sail training to the American 
public and support education under sail. You can find out more about the 
American Sail Training Association within these pages and, even more impor- 
tantly, explore the many diverse opportunities for education under sail aboard 
ASTA member vessels. 

I hope that you'll join us as ASTA embarks on our twenty-fifth year — and 
hope you'll do so aboard one of the ships featured in this directory. I know 
that you'll experience the adventure of a lifetime.

ASTA: Active Advocate of Sail Training 


The American Sail Training Association (ASTA) was founded in 1973 
as an affiliate of the International Sail Training Association (ISTA) to 
coordinate and conduct sail training activities in American waters. From 
the start, ASTA helped coordinate races and gatherings of sail training 
ships around the United States. 

ASTA helped establish and codify standards for sail training ships 
and programs, standards that developed rapidly with the formation of 
the Council of Educational Ship Owners, which lobbied successfully for 
the passage of the Sailing School Vessels Act of 1982. The Sailing School 
Vessels Council, founded in 1983, and the US Coast Guard developed 
regulations for sailing school vessels. 

In conjunction with the Australian bicentenary gathering of tall ships 
in Sydney, ASTA also organized the first international discussion on 
safety standards and equipment for sail training programs. This was 
followed by the first safety-at-sea seminars in 1989. The seminars were 
modeled on the United States Sailing Association’s seminars, but were 
adapted for programs on particular aspects of sailing safety. As these 
sessions grew more specific to the sail training industry, the name was 
changed to Safety Under Sail Seminars. 

As an alternative to racing, ASTA developed the concept of rallying 
sail training vessels for demonstrations of seamanship underway and 
ashore. Rallies occur frequently, at various locations, with a variety of 
ASTA vessels participating.

ASTA works with the ISTA and other sail training associations to 
organize sail training races and cruises-in-company in connection with 
international events of major significance. Among those have been:

1978 The first sail training race in the Pacific Rim, honoring the voyages of 
Captain James Cook. 

1979 The first National Maritime Heritage Week, held in Newport, Rhode 
Island. 

1980 Celebration of Boston’s 350th Anniversary. 

1984  ASTA/ISTA Tall Ships” Races held in honor of the 450th Anniversary of 
Jacques Cartier’s first voyage to Canada, coordinated with the Canadian 
Sail Training Association (CSTA), founded the same year. 

1986 Cruises-in-Company held in conjunction with transatlantic races to 
Operation Sail 1986/Salute to Liberty in honor of the Statue of Liberty's 
centennial. 

1990 The first Tall Ships® Rally in Chesapeake Bay. 

1992 _ Rallies in conjunction with the Christopher Columbus Quincentenary. 

1994 Sail Toronto, Tall Ships® Erie, and ASTA’s first Great Lakes Rally. 

1995 Tall Ships® Race and Rally in cooperation with Mystic Seaport. 

1996 ASTA/ISTA Joint Venture to organize the North American component ofTall 
Ships 2000°. 

1997 ASTA’s Twenty-fifth Annual Conference on Tall Ships” and Sail Training. 


Over the years, ASTA has also 
undertaken many other projects to 
serve the rapidly growing sail train- 
ing community, including publica- 
tions, conferences and seminars.

Tall Ships 2000: oY 


Tall Ships 2000® will be the largest gathering of tall ships in history, 
with the goals of celebrating the new millennium, drawing attention to 
sail training, and promoting international understanding. It is first and 
foremost a sail training event. Hundreds of vessels from around the 
world will participate in offshore sail training events between Europe 
and North America. . 

ASTA has joined the International Sail Training Association (ISTA) in 
organizing the North American part of the series of transoceanic and 
coastal races and cruises in company. ASTA and ISTA share a common 
objective for Tall Ships 2000": to make the character-building values of 
sail training the foundation for world-class interest, enthusiasm, and 
participation, 

The official start of Tall Ships 2000" begins in early March of the 
year 2000 with simultaneous festivities in Southampton, England and 
Genoa, Italy. Parallel races from those ports finish in Cadiz, Spain, 
where ships will provision and prepare for the first of two transatlantic 
legs. From Spain, the ships will race to Bermuda and then begin a 
“cruise in company” north, stopping in various US ports along the way. 
Boston is the first North American port to be designated an official host 
of Tall Ships 2000°. 

From Boston, the vessels will race to Halifax, Nova Scotia with an 
expectation of the largest number of race entries in the series, because 
the European ships are joined by those of South America, the Pacific, 
and North America. Halifax, Nova Scotia will host the last official North 
American event of Tall Ships 2000°, where the ships will prepare for the 
final leg of the event: a transatlantic race to finish in Amsterdam, The 
Netherlands, 

Ships and crews will gather in host ports between races for safety 
briefings and crew exchanges as well as celebration and ceremony. 
Millions of visitors are expected to visit the fleet during port visits. The 
appeal of Class-A tall ships, such as the US Coast Guard’s barque Eagle 
and hundreds of ships from other nations, will provide host ports a 
unique opportunity for celebration against the backdrop of the majestic 
spectacle of the ships. 

Even more important will be the gathering of trainees from all over 
the world, as they meet their peers in the spirit of friendly competition. 
The combination of offshore sail training events and races offers the 
ideal atmosphere for exchange of ideas, cooperation, and development 
of international friendship and understanding.

Choosing a Sail Training Program 


The four essential components of any sail training program are a 
seaworthy vessel, a competent captain and crew, qualified instructors, 
and a sound educational program appropriate and suited for the 
trainee’s needs. 

There are as many sail training programs as there are ships, and 
choosing the right one depends on your personal needs and desires. 
Sail training does differ from going on a cruise ship. You are expected 
to take part in the running of the ship by handling sail and line, stand- 
ing watch, and working in the galley (the ship’s kitchen). You might 
want a program that specializes in oceanography or adventure travel. 
You might choose one that lasts a day, a week, or an entire semester. 
You might choose to ship out in a schooner or to have the added 
challenge and thrill of climbing aloft in a square rigger. These options 
will ultimately dictate the type of program a prospective trainee may 
choose. As to what sail training programs require of the trainee, beyond 
an eager willingness to get the most out of their time on the water, the 
requirements are few. 

Safety 

Trainees should look for vessels that operate under US Coast Guard 
regulations. Many ships venture no more than 20 miles from a harbor 
and are rarely underway overnight. Offshore voyaging offers the chal- 
lenge of distant passages where severe weather and water conditions 
may be unavoidable. Being underway round the clock requires watch 
duties night and day, demanding both physical and mental stamina and 
perseverance. If applying to a foreign flag vessel, look into the interna- 
tional regulations that apply. 

Sailing Experience 

With few exceptions, no prior experience is required of trainees, 
although a high degree of competency must be demonstrated for any- 
one seeking volunteer or paid crew positions. 

Swimming Ability 

Trainees are encouraged to be able to stay afloat for at least five 
minutes while fully dressed. However, most programs have no formal 
swimming requirements. 

Age Limits 

These vary from program to program, but most sail training pro- 
grams start accepting unaccompanied trainees from the age of 14 (ninth 
grade). 
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Choosing a Sail Training Program 


Academic Credit 

Some vessels are tied directly to academic institutions that grant 
academic credit to trainees who successfully complete sail training 
programs as part of a course of study or project in a wide range of 
subjects. Some educational institutions will also grant credit for on-board 
independent study. 
Coeducation 

Some vessels sail with single gender crews; others are coed. 
Cost 

Prices vary considerably, with the range being about $25 to $150 per 
person per day, depending on the nature and the duration of the pro- 
gram and the type of vessel. 
Financial Aid 

While a few vessels have limited financial assistance available, most 
trainees find it necessary to seek private, business, and/or community 
support to help defray the cost of sail training. In addition, there are a 
small number of independent organizations that provide financial aid to 
trainees, usually through matching grants.

Know Before You Go...

As you think about a sail training experience, it is important to 
recognize who has responsibility for what, and especially what is your 
responsibility. One of the most important products of sail training is the 
development of a sense of judgment about what and whom you can rely 
on, and to what degree. This applies to: the compass, the weather 
forecast, your shipmates, the depths on the chart, the strength of the 
anchor cable, the vigilance of the lookout on the other ship, and many 
other things. Sail training also builds a reasoned sense of self reliance. All 
of this starts from the moment you begin to think about a voyage. 

Recognize who you are dealing with and what is included. When you 
book a sail training trip, you are dealing with the vessel owner, or its 
representatives—ASTA is not involved. You must evaluate whether the 
financial and business arrangements make sense for you. If there is 
connecting travel involved, for example, find out if you must make the 
arrangements, or if it is tied into those arrangements you make with the 
vessel. What happens if you miss your ship because your plane is 
delayed, or vice versa? Do you need trip insurance? Have you confirmed 
with the vessel owner any possible customs or immigration issues? Will 
you need a passport or a pre-purchased air ticket? You must seek out the 
answers to these questions. 

Make informed, responsible decisions about risk and safety, level of 
challenge, physical suitability, and other important issues. One of the 
important reasons to embark on a sail training trip is to engage the world 
in a different, stimulating, and challenging way. If you want to stay warm 
and dry, you should stay at home by the fireplace. Much of the point is to 
come face-to-face with the elements. At the very least, this probably 
means that you will find yourself wet, chilled, or tired at some point in a 
challenging voyage. Everyone’s discomfort threshold is different, and you 
need to find out what you are likely to be experiencing in order to find 
out if it is well matched for you. Since the beginning of time, going to sea 
has been recognized as carrying an element of risk. These days, we more 
commonly think about risk in connection with highway travel or 
aviation, but the idea is the same: you get a pre-flight safety brief on an 
airliner, you get a lifeboat drill on a cruise ship. Part of the value of sail 
training is addressing these issues head on. You need to decide whether 
you are comfortable with the combination of risks and safety measures 
connected with your proposed sail training trip. 

For example, will you be able to go aloft? Will trips in smaller craft 
be involved? Will you be expected to stand watch at night? Do the 
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demands of the ship match your physical and health capabilities? Are 
you on medication that will (or may) become necessary during the 
voyage, or do you have a condition (for example, hemophilia or epilepsy) 
that may require special access to medical attention; if so, is the vessel 
operator aware of this? Will you be able to get up and down the ladders, 
in and out of your berth, and along a heeled-over deck? If there is an 
emergency, will you be needed to handle safety equipment or to help 
operate the vessel? 

Remember that sail training is often not intended to be like a 
vacation. Some vessels, on the other hand, may offer leisurely voyages, 
where very little will be asked of you. You should arrive at a clear 
understanding of these issues prior to setting sail. 

In short, you must satisfy yourself that the trip you are looking into is 
the right thing for you to do, considering safety, risk, suitability, challenge, 
comfort, convenience, educational value, cost, and any other factors you 
consider important. 

Does ASTA have a hand in any of this? In a word—no! ASTA is your 
“bulletin board,” introducing you to opportunities. However, ASTA does

About Sail Training Vessels 


The sail training mission differs according to the type and goal of 
program that each vessel offers. While the curriculum taught aboard 
any given vessel can vary from year to year, or from voyage to voyage, 
the scope of a ship’s mission is determined in part by the type of vessel 
it is, as defined by government regulations written and enforced by the 
US Coast Guard (USCG). Some vessels carry dual certification. What 
follows is a brief description of the various types of program-related 
regulations and certifications, as listed under Title 46 of the Code of 
Federal Regulations (CFR). 

Sailing School Vessels (SSV) 

SSVs are certified as Subchapter R - Nautical Schools. An SSV is a 
vessel of less than 500 gross tons carrying six or more sailing school 
students or instructors, principally propelled by sail, and operated by a 
nonprofit educational organization exclusively for the purpose of sailing 
education. Sailing School Vessels are required to pass regular inspection 
by the USCG in order to maintain their certification. 

Passenger Vessels 

These are certified according to size and number of passengers 
carried: 

Subchapter C - Uninspected (by the USCG) Vessels that operate with 
no more than six passengers for hire. 

Subchapter T - Small passenger vessels of under 100 gross tons that 
carry passengers for hire and are required to pass regular USCG inspec- 
tion of the ship and all on-board equipment. 

Subchapter K - Small passenger vessels of under 100 gross tons that 
carry more than 150 passengers for hire and are required to pass regular 
USCG inspection of the ship and all on-board equipment. 

Subchapter H - Passenger vessels more than 100 gross tons that 
carry passengers for hire and are required to pass regular USCG inspec- 
tion of the ship and all on-board equipment. 

Because passenger vessels are technically engaged in trade or 
commerce, they cannot operate under a certificate of inspection as 
SSVs. However, they are required to meet the highest USCG rules and 
regulations for the service in which they are engaged. Many offer edu- 
cational programs and work closely with local community and educa- 
tion groups. They also provide excellent opportunities for sea experi- 
ence, especially for those experienced trainees qualified to sign on as 
volunteers or paid crew, as many do. 
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Attraction Vessels 

These generally are museum ships tied up to a dock, usually, but 
not always, permanently. Although an attraction vessel’s operators are 
entitled to charge admission to visitors or fees for programs conducted 
while the ship is at dock, attraction vessels may not charge trainees, 
passengers, or guests for any use of the vessel underway. The USCG 
inspection certifies their safety for dockside programs only. 
Oceanographic Research Vessel (ORV) 

These vessels are certified as Subchapter U. An ORV is a vessel 
employed exclusively in either oceanographic (saltwater) or limnologic 
(freshwater) instruction and/or research. ORVs generally hire any in- 
structors with proper credentials. ORVs are inspected and certified by 
the USCG for ORV service.

Each year, ASTA asks one of its member organizations for the equip- 
ment list they provide to potential trainees, for use in this guide. This 
packing list is a general guide only. Requirements may vary from vessel 
to vessel. Check for specfic requiremens of the program you are consid- 
ering. The following list was provided by Sea Education Association. 


Limited space and variable weather require keen attention to 
packing. 

¢ Space aboard is limited! Everything you bring will share your 

bunk with you. 

e Pack in duffel bags, not in a suitcase. 

e The key to clothing on the ship is to layer. Whether sailing in 
New England in the summer or the Caribbean during the winter, tem- 
peratures will range from cold to cool to warm to very hot. You will not 
need a lot of clothing, but you will benefit from a few items in every 
clothing category, which can be worn together or separately, depending 
on the conditions. 

_© Select clothing that is easy to move around in, and which dries 
quickly. 

¢ Bedding depends on the climate. You will be provided with a 

mattress cover, pillow, and pillowcase. Bring a sleeping bag, or 
your own single, flat sheets and a blanket. (If sailing in the 
Caribbean or Gulf, it does get warm below decks, so you may 
prefer to bring sheets and blanket.)

The Journey of the Rose: Oceans 
Crossed and Lives Changed 


by Alix Thorne 


In April of 1996, the day after my 47th birthday, I sailed out of 
Boston Harbor, as an ablebodied seaman on the full-rigged ship Rose. 
We were bound for Bristol, England. I was one of 23 professional crew 
members on what was to be a thirty-day passage with 18 trainees. That 
was just the beginning of the adventure. Over the next 13 months, we 
sailed to Ireland, the Isle of Man, into the North Sea to Hull and 
Amsterdam, back and forth in the English Channel to ports in England 
and France, then to ports in Spain and Portugal. From there, we 
stopped in the Azores, Madeira, and the Canary Islands on our way to 
the tradewind route to the Caribbean, where we arrived in time for 
Thanksgiving. After a winter in the islands and meandering northwards, 
with stops in Florida, the Carolinas, and the Chesapeake, the Rose 
returned to its home port of Bridgeport in May 1997. 

We had traveled almost 22,000 miles and visited at least 120 ports. 
But, more important than a travelogue, are the crew and trainees who 
sailed with us along the way, whose lives were touched either briefly or 
deeply by one organization’s commitment to the goals and principles of 
ASTA. 

We sailed with over 500 trainees during the tour of Europe and the 
West Indies. The youngest, who crossed from the Canaries to St. Lucia, 
was an eight-year-old girl, and the oldest was 79. Two of our east- 
bound transatlantic participants were over 70. Our weekly groups were 
diverse in age, background, and nationality: one-third of them were 
from Canada, England, Wales, Ireland, Isle of Man, Holland, France, 
Portugal, Spain, or Germany. Volunteer crew members were from 
Canada, France, Holland, and Germany. 

What does the average trainee gain from one week as a participant 
in the Rose’s program? For some, it was a challenging adventure vaca- 
tion. Working aloft left them euphoric and weak-kneed, and occasion- 
ally the crew had to discourage the shouts of rapture from a trainee 
aloft, lest the officers mistake them for cries of distress. Others took 
home an intensified awareness of the sea’s power and beauty—the 
ship’s role being merely a platform for observing nature at its best or 
perhaps most frightening. 
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One of the 
informal ways 
the crew judged 
the success of 
each week's 
trainee program 
was the mood on 
Friday nights 
when we arrived 
in port. The 
harder the week 
had been— 
stormy and wet, 
nasty headwinds, 
or treacherous 
passages, the 
more bonding among trainees and between crew and trainees. These 
trainees clearly learned the significance of “pulling together,” of being 
part of a watch. They learned the importance of being on time to 
relieve someone at bow watch and the gratefulness when you are 
relieved on time as well. Lessons in consideration for others and re- 
sponsibility for a job well done are part of what our trainees take away 
from a week on the Rose. 

Of the non-officer crew during Rose’s voyage, all but three or four 
were under 25 years old, with 80 percent of them between 18 and 22 
years. I had the dubious distinction of being the oldest. Thus, teaching 
trainees in the Rose’s program often produced odd matchups. Twenty- 
year-old boys who felt responsible for a grandmotherly type, thinking 
she would be better off staying on deck, found her eagerly working 
aloft. Those 20-year-olds thought we had nothing to say to each other, 
yet we had intense discussions under the stars on night watch. Precon- 
ceived notions fell away by diverse groups physically working together 
and through the natural bonding between members of a ship’s watch. I 
cannot swear that every deckhand-trainee pairing produced a “learning 
moment,” but I do believe that it fostered an open-mindedness and a 
breakdown of stereotypes. 

I have also been interested in how the young crew is affected by 
working on board these ships. The continuing commitment to the sea is 
evident: today, the jobs of the crew who sailed on Rose’s journey are a

microcosm of the traditional sailing world. The captain and all licensed 
mates are still professionals in the field. Of those who sailed as able- 
bodied seamen, five of nine took subsequent jobs as mates, reaffirming 
their career choices by taking an important step into leadership roles. 
Three sat for Coast Guard licenses and at least three more are studying 
for that examination. Of the remainder, one went to boat-building 
school and one has gone back to college for a marine affairs program. 

At the deckhand level, at least three who had dropped out of col- 
lege have returned with clearer goals. Two others are teaching in mari- 
time fields. There are none that I know of who are not better off for 
their time teaching—and learning—on a sailing school vessel. 

For any sail training program, the crew’s excitement and commit- 
ment will be reflected in the spirit of life on board the vessel. Trainees 
catch that spirit and become a part of the adventure, working side by 
side with enthusiasm; the ship becomes “their ship.” Trainees leave in 
their Rose T-shirts, slinging bags over the side and responding to the 
sightseer queries, “Yeah, I’m a crew member, we just sailed from 
France, nasty weather out there...” It is a far cry from the timid landlub- 
ber who arrived a week earlier worrying about seasickness and sun- 
burn. 

So, is it true? Do sailing ships “make men out of boys” as all the 
gurus of sail training—Conrad, Villiers, and Irving Johnson—wrote? I'd 
give that a hearty yes. And the girls and women who join one of these 
trips pull and reach and stretch and sweat right alongside. It takes more 
than brawn to sail a tall ship. It takes spirit and motivation and knowing 
how to make the most of our own strengths. There are no “girls’ jobs” 
and “boys’ jobs.” There is simply the timeless ship’s work done by yet 
another generation of sailors caught by the magic of life at sea.

The Sea Lures a Midwesterner

Salt water, it might be said, has been the single most powerful 
shaper of events in all of human history. The great oceans, blanketing 
three-fourths of our planet’s surface, long served as a barrier to human 
movement, thus forcing the evolution of distinct races, cultures, econo- 
mies, and languages. Over the past several thousand years, oceans 
emerged as primary roads to exploration and adventure, thoroughfares 
of commerce, and battlefields for rival nations. The accumulated lore of 
the sea, in all its majesty, might, and mystery, came to exceed in scope 
and depth the literature of any other realm. 

All this I came to understand as a boy only in the vaguest of terms. 
Such acquaintance with the sea as I might have claimed was laughably 
second-hand. Born in Chicago and reared in central Missouri, | acquired 
almost no practical experience in boats and in fact was nearly 15 years 
old before I caught my first glimpse of salt water. As a landlubber I 
could have had few peers. 

From my father, I did learn enough scraps of nautical lore to whet 
an interest in the sea and seafarers. He taught me how to tie knots and 
splice rope, how to box a compass (north, north by east, north-north- 
east, etc.), and how to name the sails on a full-rigged ship (foresail, 
foretopsail, fore topgallant, etc.). He proudly recounted the maritime 
heritage of his grandfather Henry Dickinson, who fled a bleak child- 
hood in the English Midlands to join the crew of a merchant sailing ship 
bound for India. Grandpa Dick, as he was known, spun seafaring yarns 
that kept my father entranced. 

In the summer of my 15th year, our family embarked for a year in 
the Netherlands, and sailed (from Hoboken, N.J., rather ignominiously) 
on the liner Ryndam. She needed eight days to cross the Atlantic, which 
was fine with me. I idled away many hours at the rail, inhaling deeply 
of the tangy salt air, scanning the horizon for other ship traffic, gazing 
down at the churning gray-green water pushed aside by our bow, and 
musing on the remarkable navigational skills of Columbus, Cabot, and 
Magellan.When our ship passed the Scilly Isles, just off the southwest 
coast of England, I felt proud, as though I had engineered the crossing 
myself. | had acquired a twinge of understanding of the lure that the 
oceans have held down the ages. 
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In the years after moving to Rhode Island in 1964, we came to learn 
a bit—a very little bit—of the art of sailing. Friends took me and my 
wife, Barbara, aboard their boats for afternoon sails, each of which I 
uncritically enjoyed more than the last. In time we acquired our own 
sailboat and, with our three fast-growing sons willing to crew, devoted 
several sailing seasons to cruising on Narragansett Bay and nearby 
waters. I found myself fascinated by every facet of this novel environ- 
ment, immersing myself in the study of navigation, sail trim, anchoring, 
and weather. No scrap of nautical lore was too arcane for my attention. 
I was hooked. 

As years went by, I sailed on several beats, but not on a really big 
one—until October 1996, when I had the privilege of an afternoon sail 
out of Newport aboard one of the last remaining J-boats from the ‘30s, 
Shamrock V. Built in England for the America’s Cup competition, she is 
a graceful 110 feet long, with a mast so tall (175 feet) that you'd think it 
could be seen in Cleveland. Shamrock sliced through the water swift as 
a shark, with the stately, solid poise of an ocean liner. To this son of the 
Midwest, that outing more than fulfilled my imaginings about the giants 
of ocean racing. 

Recently, on a sparkling late-summer afternoon, I had the treat of 
sailing aboard Shamrock V again. This second excursion was, if any- 
thing, more fun than the first. No longer a neophyte at this J-boat game, 
I could focus on the subtleties of sailing this awesome vessel. This time 
I had a fresh appreciation of the brute strength required to hoist the 3/4- 
ton mainsail. I could hear the lines creak, straining, as the boat was 
turned onto a different point of sail. Through my feet I could feel the 
faint vibrations of the boat's steel framing as she sliced through a mod- 
est chop off Beavertail Point, at the tip of Conanicut Island. With a 
southwesterly breeze at an honest 15 knots (or so I guessed), we 
headed off in the general direction of the Azores. Soon we picked up 
the first trace of an ocean swell. It was negligible as ocean swells go, 
but had enough lifting power to put our boat into a gentle pitch. Per- 
haps no one else noticed, but to me this slight undulation of the ocean 
surface, capable of imputing its motion to our immense vessel, brought 
to mind all that I had read about the mighty ocean’s power and the 
courage of those who used to sail across great trackless waters in ships 
of questionable seaworthiness. 

Just as quickly as the breeze had picked up, it faded, and we were 
left with little more than a whisper to push us along as we turned for 
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home. A notable sunset was taking shape behind us, but I could not see 
it, facing forward with my heavy wheelchair lashed tightly to the deck. 
Then Shamrock’s skipper, Eric Leslie, in a most thoughtful gesture, 
produced a small mirror that enabled me, with the assistance of my son 


Jon, to get a fine sunset view.

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Island Youths Broaden 
Horizons Aboard Ship

Arial Crossman was complaining to her crew mates about the isola- 
tion she sometimes feels on Vinalhaven—that is, until she caught a 
glimpse of Matinicus Island during a 10-day educational sail aboard the 
Harvey Gamage. “I haven't complained about it since,” laughs the 14- 
year-old who shared a cabin with two girls who hail from Maine’s most 
remote island community located 23 miles offshore. “With 48 people 
living there year-round, their population is even smaller than 
Vinalhaven’s. That’s about the size ef our entire elementary school class! 
Actually, it’s not far from the number of people on this ship.” 

Most of the 22 kids aboard this ocean-going classroom are from off- 
shore islands. They rarely leave their water-bound communities except 
to travel to the mainland and, until last month, none had set foot aboard 
a full-sized schooner. In fact, a few had never sailed before or had 
much contact with the water. But after 10 days at sea, this group of 12- 
to 14-year-olds not only operate the ship as though they were born to it, 
but return home with a substantial maritime and marine science educa- 
tion, a keen sense of accomplishment from meeting the challenges at 
sea, and a profound degree of wisdom that they couldn't have gotten 
on an island or inside a traditional classroom. 

“You have to learn to get along with everyone,” observes 14-year- 
old Samantha Philbrook of Matinicus. “You have to learn to cope with 
everything, to make the best of any situation that comes along.” Look- 
ing around the 131-foot schooner, she adds, “There’s nowhere to go. 
You can’t leave.” Doesn't that description mirror island life? Philbrook 
shakes her head, no. “Some people fight, they don’t get along, and they 
go their whole lives without speaking to each other. You can’t do that 
here.” 

“Experiential education has it hands down over traditional methods,” 
observes Jon Kerr, who teaches science at Islesboro’s Central School 
and has directed the island student project for the last three years on 
behalf of the ship’s owner, the Schooner Harvey Gamage Foundation, 
Inc. “These kids will retain more about marine sciences, maritime 
history, math, literature, oceanography and nautical skills from 10 days 
on the Harvey Gamage than they will from a year in school.” Moreover, 
Kerr emphasized, the program helps build leadership skills, strengthens 
the concept of teamwork, increases self-esteem, and enhances the 
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aspirations of the students who 
have participated. 

“I've noticed more success in 
island kids who have taken part in 
these kinds of structured, recre- 
ational learning activities,” ex- 
plained Kerr, who points to 12- 
year-old Avery Tatro of Islesboro, 
now steering the ship homeward 
on the last day of the voyage. “He 
wanted to earn a solo sailing 
certificate in the worst way before 
this trip. Two days before we left, 
he became the youngest person on 
Islesboro to do it.” The seventh 
grader, who holds the lives of 32 
people in his hands as he handles 
the ship’s wheel on his last day 
aboard, says he plans on complet- A young trainee at the helm of the 
ing the advanced solo course at Harvey Gamage. 

Islesboro’s sailing school, Big Tree Boating, before summer’s end. 

Having never traveled beyond Vermont, Tatro was surprised that 
Woods Hole and Nantucket were virtually treeless. “They didn’t look 
like Islesboro at all,” he said. Nantucket was selected because of its 
whaling museum, but also so the students could see what life is like on 
a tourist island, according to foundation president Alix Thorne, who 
initiated the program three years ago when the nonprofit group ac- 
quired the ship. “It always struck me that a lot of people on Islesboro 
have never been to other islands,” said Thorne, a third-generation 
summer resident who’s been involved in sailing for the last 10 years and 
serves as a member of the Board of Directors of the American Sail 
Training Association. 

“Since island schools make more of an effort to broaden kids’ 
experiences, we thought it'd be a great opportunity to get kids together 
so they can learn about each other and their communities, learn about 
maritime sciences at sea, and work together as a team sailing the ship.” 
The venture also unites the summer and year-round communities 
through fund-raising activities,” she said. 
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Under the supervision of Captain Warren Kaericher and 10 crew 
members who are devoted to teaching, island kids sailed the schooner 
from its home port in Islesboro, anchoring at Matinicus Rock, Jeffreys 
Ledge, Hurricane Island, and Woods Hole. “It takes all of these 32 
people to run the ship, to keep her sailing around the clock,” said 
Kaericher, who has divided the kids into three groups, or “watches.” 

“The crew really makes this work,” explains Kerr, as a call from 
Kaericher to hoist the mainsail throws all into a flurry of activity, includ- 
ing Kerr and teaching assistant Tasha Connery from Monhegan. It’s an 
orchestrated dance in teamwork that involves assorted knots and 
knowledge of over 50 pins and ropes. “Farley Mowat used a lot of the 
names of lines that we’ve been using,” explains 14-year-old Billie Parker 
from Long Island, referring to the author of Black Joke, the book as- 
signed to students this trip. “It really helped to learn them.” 

“I learned a lot about discipline and how much hard work is in- 
volved in being part of a crew,” adds 13-year-old Islesboro summer 
resident Patrick Knight, before he runs to climb the 70-foot mast, his 
favorite duty. Knight plans on taking the solo sailing course on 
Islesboro beforereturning home to Lynn, Massachusetts. 

For Long Island’s Tom Wood, the worst part of the trip was being 
awakened at uncivilized hours. “I learned about responsibility,” 
summed up the 14-year-old. “It takes a lot to get up at midnight or 4 
a.m. and keep watch in the bow for an hour. Besides,” he sheepishly 
grins, “If you don’t get up, you get ‘soaked’—they'll throw a bucket of 
water on you.” 

In addition to science experiments such as comparing water salinity 
from Matinicus Rock to the open ocean and counting seabirds that they 
had never seen before, students spoke excitedly about seeing a shark, a 
tuna, a school of white-sided dolphins, a pilot whale and a minke 
whale. The fact that they had been studying the evolution of the whale 
enhanced that part of their adventure.” “We heard the whales first, the 
sound they make with their blow holes,” enthused 13-year-old Jessica 
Robbins and Lindsey Brewer from Deer Isle. 

Among other activities and sightings, the Islanders also kept a daily 
journal, read poetry written from the perspective of a hunted whale, 
swam in the open ocean off Provincetown (which the Mainers de- 
scribed as “wonderful, about 75 degrees,” “like swimming in a bath- 
tub”), and proposed plans to preserve the marine environment while 
aboard the Gamage. 
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Built in Bristol in 1973 by Harvey Gamage, the gaff-rigged wooden 
schooner is one of two in Maine that support themselves through 
educational programs and work year-round. (The other ship, Bowdoin, 
is operated by the Maine Maritime Academy.) “She’s been involved in 
education practically since the day she was launched,” said her original 
owner, Eben Whitcomb, who now operates Dirigo Cruises. Whitcomb 
had her outfitted for passenger service with the area’s windjammer fleet 
in the summer months and for a winter education program in the 
Caribbean for accredited college-level courses, which she continues. In 
fact, for the last two years, one student from Islesboro has joined the 
ship in the Caribbean, sailed to Venezuela, and returned to Boston. 

Staffed by crews who are past graduates of the ship's programs and 
those interested in teaching, the Harvey Gamage also boasts the only 
fully accredited sea program for high school students in the U.S., ac- 
cording to the foundation’s executive director, Bert Rogers. He, along 
with Thorne and a couple of boatfuls of parents, climb aboard to tour 
the ship and greet the returning sailors. 

“How slow do we move—five, seven knots—at a walking pace?” 
asks Captain Kaericher during the last speech he addresses to his de- 
parting crew. “Remember that most of the world goes a little bit faster, 
so take care of yourselves back home.”

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Why the Sail Training 
and School Ship?

Learning about math, science, 
and literature on board a sailing ship 
brings them alive in unique ways. 
Studying navigation and the control- 
ling forces on a sailing ship has the 
potential to bring hands-on meaning 
to the thoughts of Kepler, Newton, 
Ptolemy, Bernoulli, and Archimedes. 
Often considered difficult because 
taught out of context, these concepts 
of physics and astronomy make great 
sense in the context of sailing. 

On a sailing ship, we can also be 
uniquely connected to the great 
literary works of Melville, Conrad, or 
Kipling and to the salt-water roots of 
our maritime history. 

Philosophically, youngsters may 
be able to see the parallels between ih 
life and a voyage aboard a sailing Sail training requires teamwork and 
ship. For most, birth, like departure, cooperation and fosters a profound rev- 
is the beginning of a long journey erence for the forces of nature. 
from a known position. In time, we 
develop the skills, experience, and knowledge to begin 
balancing our sail plan. Thus, we can set a course toward our chosen 
destination. 

As time goes by, we see that life can take on the characteristics of a 
sailing ship on a broad reach, gently rolling with the prevailing winds. 
Sometimes life seems like a hard upwind climb, with each wave knock- 
ing us back and farther away. Occasionally squalls pass by. Some are so 
violent that we find ourselves wallowing in the trough of large seas with 
our sails blown out. The passing of each squall makes us more alert and 
cautious. Even with such obstacles, we are able to proceed with enough 
sail to keep us from rolling to weather. Our journey is influenced by 
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the shifting winds: we must always be ready to alter course, trim the 
sails, heave-to or anchor. We use the reference points of relationship, 
family, education, and career to fix our position. 

If all teachers and students could spend time on a sail training 
school ship and learn to use the sea as a naturally connecting theme, 
maybe traditional studies would take on new meaning, interest and 
excitement. Given the perspective of the high seas and deck of a sailing 
vessel, maybe we could all learn first-hand the value of focus, responsi- 
bility, accountability, and teamwork. We might also develop a humble 
respect for our place in the world and the ability to deal with life’s 
issues in a modest and straightforward way. 

If ASTA’s collective program efforts continue to foster these 
values and educational opportunities then the sail-training schoolship 
will move from the hidden corners of our society and closer to front 
and center stage.

When I’m at a party, a lecture, or at dinner with friends, the 
question invariably comes up: “What does the Los Angeles Maritime 
Institute do?” The short answer is “we provide character building sail 
training adventures for youth.” After that sound bite, it takes many 
more words to illustrate the process, the philosophy, and the 
thought behind the Topsail Youth Program. 

Character building is what we do, sail training is how we do it. 
The Topsail Youth Program does not train youths for lives at sea, but 
uses the sea to educate youths for life. Character building is the 
process of helping young people to realize their own potential, by 
giving them the opportunity and encouragement to learn the skills 
and behaviors needed to live successful, healthy lives as contributing 
members of society. 

Topsail is more than just a boat ride. The students are active 
participants in Topsail. Our crew are there to encourage, teach, and 
advise the youngsters. They do the work with the kids, not for them. 
Opportunities to stretch mentally are numerous, as in the seemingly 
casual suggestion from the Captain to a kid standing near the helm, 
“Here, would you take the wheel, please?” A young person who has 
never even seen a boat before is suddenly “driving” it down the 
main channel. 

The youngsters learn about rules as they interact with the com- 
pletely integrated array of ship systems, which require engagement 
of mind and muscle. The rules under which these systems function 
are both simple and demanding: they are the rules of nature, im- 
posed fairly and consistently. 

Working on a Topsail cruise shows youngsters the benefits of 
listening to others and working together. Kids discover how to 
accept and enjoy differences, not distrust them. They learn that 
working to complement each other, rather than to compete against 
each other, can get a job done faster and better. For example, every- 
one responds to the call of “All hands to sailing stations!” when it is 
time to set sail, because no one person can do it themselves. It takes 
six strong bodies just to raise the mainsail. 

One of the most profound personal challenges Topsail offers is 
the simple act of climbing aloft. Youth (as well as adult leaders!) 
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conquer fear as they climb up the ratlines, 
realizing that the only safety net between the 
spreaders and the deck is their own alert- 
ness. When kids achieve the top, they liter- 
ally and figuratively reach a point of view 
that is radically different from previous 
experiences. They have admitted their vul- 
nerability, controlled their fear, and con- 
quered the world by themselves. 

Often, going aloft is a symbolic leaving 
behind of the chaos and confusion of the 
kid’s daily experience. Alice “Mom” 
Robinson and other staff have heard many 
confessions and hopes over the years as they 
have led kids aloft and stayed to listen to 
them with the interest and attention of a very 
caring friend. : . 

The sailing environment also nurtures the — Students aboard the Swift of 
development of knowledge, skills, and ppstich, 
attitudes that are difficult to teach in the 
classroom. Science, mathematics, physics, biology, geography, history, 
literature, and even poetry suddenly come to life in this real-world 
classroom. 

Each and every day of Topsail is different from every other, which 
makes each outing an adventure. Each day we go where wind, water, 
and wishes take us. Each trip is the unique product of that specific 
group of kids on that particular day. On the longer voyages (five days at 
Catalina), the adventures can include hiking, swimming, and beach 
picnics. Adventure is exploration and discovery. Webster's Dictionary 
defines it as “an exciting or remarkable experience.” That is Topsail 
Youth.

To those (and I am one) who believe that the modern square-rigged 
ship represents a pinnacle of human achievement in appropriate tech- 
nology, and that training at sea under sail remains the best possible sort 
of apprenticeship for those aspiring to a seagoing career, the growth in 
the number of large school ships during the last 50 years is indeed 
gratifying. But, it must be acknowledged that the equally remarkable 
growth in popularity of tall ships events has played a significant part in 
encouraging the increase in large, traditionally-rigged school ships. 

At the same time—in part, no doubt, because of the public aware- 
ness of sail training generated by these events—there has been a paral- 
lel growth in the number of smaller sail training projects aimed at young 
people not preparing for professional seagoing careers. This has oc- 
curred just as much in the U.S. as elsewhere, even though tall ship 
gatherings on a grand scale are relatively infrequent in North America 
because the larger ships tend to be tied fairly closely to an academic 
program that makes the scheduling of transoceanic voyages difficult to 
coordinate with such events. In Europe, the annual schedule of such 
events is astonishingly crowded, with port cities from Scandinavia to 
Iberia vying fiercely to host the scores of sail training vessels competing 
each year in the “Cutty Sark Tall Ships Races.” Increasingly, such events 
are taking place around the world—in Australia, for example, and 
Indonesia, and Japan. 

The popularity of such events is not surprising. For all the obvious 
reasons—the desire to celebrate a glorious maritime past, nostalgia for 
an age when human affairs moved at a slower and less bewildering 
tempo, the romance of the sea and far-off, exotic places, admiration for 
the craftsmanship and beauty of the ships themselves—people by the 
thousands and even millions are drawn to the waterfront whenever 
sailing ships are in harbor. 

From a civic perspective, tall ship events provide an economic 
boost, and can be a catalyst for waterfront redevelopment, improved 
facilities for tourism, and so forth. For the owners (usually governments) 
of large school ships, such events are a marvelous opportunity for 
showing the flag and generating international goodwill, or even for 
subtly promoting economic investment in their countries. For the own- 
ers and operators of smaller vessels (often educational institutions or 
nonprofit foundations), these events present an opportunity to show-

called the Interna- 

tional Sail Training Association, or ISTA) was established in the United 
Kingdom in 1956 to carry on the idea embodied in the International Tall 
Ships Race of that year. It deserves much of the credit for these devel- 
opments. Although conceived at the time as a once-in-a-lifetime oppor- 
tunity to bring together what were thought to be the last ships of their 
kind, the races soon became a biennial, then an annual event. 

As the races (and the in-port events that attended them) grew 
steadily in popularity, they provided a stimulus to the growth of numer- 
ous sail training projects in Europe, most of which—aunlike the big 
school ships—had little or nothing to do with training professional 
seafarers. Rather, they grew more or less directly out of the idea embod- 
ied in the first Outward Bound school established at Aberdovey, Wales 
in 1941, that an experience of seafaring under sail is ideally suited to 
develop qualities of courage, endurance, discipline, self-reliance, re- 
sourcefulness, teamwork, tolerance, and humility (to name only a few) 
in young people. 

In short, it is a nearly-ideal character molding experience. In the 
words of Lawrence Holt, the British shipping magnate who funded the 
Aberdovey project in collaboration with the legendary Kurt Hahn, father 
of the Outward Bound movement, it was to be “less a training for the 
sea than through the sea, and so benefit all walks of life.” This has 
continued to be the prevalent model for sail training programs in the 
U.K., most of which stress the aims of character development and 
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adventure rather than seamanship, and most of which, of course, oper- 
ate much smaller vessels than the big school ships. 

The ISTA races now regularly rotate between the Baltic, North Sea, 
the Bay of Biscay, and occasionally the Mediterranean. Called the “Cutty 
Sark Tall Ships Races” since 1972, in recognition of the ISTA’s long and 
happy relationship with its corporate sponsor, Berry Bros. and Rudd, 
their stated aim is “to enable young people of all nations to race to- 
gether at sea under sail.” The genius of ISTA has been to consistently 
keep the focus on the young people on board the ships. Bringing 
together large numbers of ships from all over Europe (and often farther 
away )—most of them small-to-medium in size, but generally with a 
liberal handful of the big square riggers—for the races, ISTA has stead- 
fastly held host ports to strict conditions regarding provision of support 
to ships and wholesome activities for crews and trainees. ISTA has done 
its utmost to prevent commercialism from overshadowing the ideals of 
sail training during the in port events of each race series. 

Another result of ISTA’s phenomenal success, and a heartening 
validation of its ideals, has been the establishment of sail training asso- 
ciations in other countries. These retain strong ties to ISTA, but tend to 
focus more broadly on coordinating and encouraging the development 
of sail training programs and less on the narrower role of organizing 
annual races. The first of such associations was the American Sail Train- 
ing Association, or ASTA. In the 25 years since its founding, ASTA—and 
sail training in the U.S.—have evolved from ISTA in ways that reflect our 
own geographic and cultural characteristics, and respond to American 
needs. The same is, of course, true in the other countries where sail 
training has taken root. There are now national sail training associations 
in eleven countries, and the ISTA’s International Racing Committee 
comprises representatives from nineteen countries! 

Sail training in the U.K.—and to a lesser extent in other countries of 
the British Commonwealth, such as Canada and Australia—is generally 
understood to mean a seagoing voyage of a week or more in duration 
and involving young people who have little or no prior sailing experi- 
ence. However, ASTA’s member organizations include a wide range of 
programs involving cruises from a few hours to six weeks or more in 
length, “trainees” from elementary school age to adults, and objectives 
ranging from pure adventure to serious scientific research. 

What ASTA members have in common is a shared belief that, no 
matter what other objectives may be served, putting people together on 
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a sailing vessel and involving them in the work of sailing the ship 
can often be a life-changing experience. This belief is reflected in 
ASTA’s stated mission, which very much embodies the traditional 
ideals of sail training: “to encourage character building through sail 
training, promote sail training to the American public, and support 
education under sail.” 

As a new century approaches, what is the future of sail training, 
both at home and around the world? On one hand, it seems uncer- 
tain that the fleet of big square-rigged school ships will continue to 
expand; properly maintained, those now in existence will sail for 
many years to come, but whether they will be replaced when they 
come to the end of their useful lives seems unlikely. On the other 
hand, the number of relatively smaller vessels providing youth (and 
adult) sail training for adventure, education, and character develop- 
ment seems very likely to continue to grow: vessels like Australia’s 
Young Endeavour, England's Lord Nelson, Japan's Kaisei and 
Akogare, and the American Corwith Cramer and Tole Mour, as well 
as many others—not to mention the traditional, but smaller, naval 
school ships like Poland’s Jskra and Bulgaria’s Kaliakra. All of these 
vessels are under 200 feet in length and were built within the last 10 
to 15 years, and each year brings the announcement of new projects 
to build sail training vessels; the Indian Navy has recently completed 
a barque for sail training, the Brazilian Navy has plans to do the 
same, and closer to home a replica of the slave ship La Amistad will 
soon begin construction at the Mystic Seaport shipyard. 

These vessels serve, or will serve, a remarkable variety of “train- 
ees:” naval midshipmen, high school and college students, disadvan- 
taged and adjudicated youth, disabled youth and adults. This, I 
believe, gives us a glimpse of the future of sail training: fewer big 
school ships training professionals, but more and more smaller 
vessels providing a seagoing experience to a greater variety of 
people. “Tall Ships 2000,” just around the corner, promises to bring 
together more sail training vessels than any previous event. It repre- 
sents a uniquely hopeful way to celebrate the opening of the new 
century: by highlighting the talents and energy of the young people 
who crew the vessels, whether as naval or merchant marine cadets, 
or as students seeking adventure, a more immediate experience and 
understanding of the ocean environment, or the challenge of accom- 
plishing a difficult task. 
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The next century will present many challenges, both foreseen and 
unforeseen; but it remains true that there are few experiences better 
suited to preparing one for future challenges than a sail training voyage. 
Whatever the ostensible purpose of the voyage, the development of 
teamwork, courage, self-reliance, and understanding of others, and a 
realistic appreciation for one’s own limits are inevitable by-products of 
such an experience. These are surely qualities that will be vital in the 
leaders of an ever-shrinking and more crowded world; and it is hearten- 
ing to know that the world’s fleet of sail training vessels is already 
growing in response to that need.

(Work In Progress) 

The Amistad Project 
is associated with 
Mystic Seaport. The 
Amistad’s story began 
in June 1839 when a 
group of Africans 
kidnapped from what 
is now Sierra Leone, 
West Africa were sold 
illegally as slaves in 
Havana, Cuba. Led by 
Sengbe Pieh (Cinque) 
the captives took command of the merchant schooner L’Amistad and 
attempted to return to their homeland. After 63 days the vessel was 
seized off Montauk Point, Long Island by the brigantine Washington. 
A lengthy federal court battle ended when their case was success- 
fully argued before the Supreme Court by former President John 
Quincy Adams. In 1841 the captured Africans were returned home. 

Now, more than 150 years later, the Amistad will sail again, as an 
educational tool designed to foster cooperation and leadership in 
America’s youth. Amistad America, Inc. is a recently incorporated 
partnership among Mystic Seaport, the Connecticut Afro-American 
Historical Society, Amistad Affiliates, and the Amistad Committee, 
which will be responsible for raising long-term support for the vessel 
and her programs. Designed as a working vessel, the replica 
Amistad will travel to ports throughout the country to serve as a 
floating classroom and museum. Plans call for on-board exhibits, 
interpretation, and sail training programs. Construction began in the 
Fall of 1997.

The Clearwater is the only full- 
sized replica of the 18th- and 19th- 
century merchant vessels known as 
Hudson River sloops. Since 1969, 
Clearwater has served both as a 
platform for hands-on environmen- 
tal education and as a symbol for 
grassroots action.

The sloop of war Constellation is the only surviving Civil War 
naval vessel, the only survivor of the antebellum slavery interdiction 
squadrons, and the last all-sail warship built by the U.S. Navy. Her 
operations history spanned more than 90 years. After the Civil War, 
she served as the primary “practice ship” for the U.S. Naval Academy 
for twenty years, then as a stationary receiving and training ship at 
the U.S. Naval Station, Newport. During World War II, she served as 
Flagship of the Atlantic Fleet. She has been in Baltimore since 1955, 
offering educational programs that touched, for example, 11,000 
Baltimore-area school children in 1996-97. She is presently undergo- 
ing a nine-million-dollar rebuild, scheduled to be completed in June 
1999. The Constellation Foundation’s educational outreach programs 
will be vastly expanded when the ship returns to her berth at Pier 1

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“Old Ironsides” is the 
oldest commissioned 
warship afloat in the 
world. One of six ships 
ordered by President 
George Washington to 
protect America’s growing 
maritime interests in the 
1790s, Constitution earned 
widespread renown for 
her ability to punish 
French privateers in the 
Caribbean and thwart 
Barbary pirates of the 
Mediterranean. The ship’s greatest glory came during the War of 
1812 when she defeated four British frigates. During her first engage- 
ment, against HMS Guerriére in 1812, seamen nicknamed her “Old 
Ironsides” when they saw British cannon balls glance off her 21- 
inch-thick oak hull. 

In the 1830s, the ship was slated to be broken up, but a public 
outcry sparked by publication of a poem by Oliver Wendell Holmes 
saved her. Over the following century, the ship undertook military 
assignments and served as a barracks and as a training ship. Re- 
stored in 1927, after a coast-to-coast tour, in 1934 Constitution was 
moored in the Charlestown Navy Yard. She is open year around for 
free tours. After an extensive restoration from 1992-96, on 21 July 
1997, beginning a year-long celebration of her bicentennial, Consti- 
tution sailed under her own power for the first time in 116 years.

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Corsair is a sailing whaleboat, an open boat designed to be 
launched from a larger ship while at sea. It was built at Puget 
Sound Naval Shipyard in 1939 for use in the Navy’s fleet sailing 
program. As the U.S. prepared for war, the Navy stripped its ships, 
and the whaleboats were sent ashore. The sailing program was 
never reinstated, and surplus Navy whaleboats found their way to 
Sea Scout units around the country, offering thousands of youth 
the opportunity to learn sailing, seamanship, and teamwork on 
the water. Of those boats, only a handful remain. 

The Sea Scout Ship Corsair has been serving the youth of the 
Bay Area for over 60 years.

Aboard the Eagle, cadets put 
into practice the navigation, 
engineering, and other skills 
they are taught at the Coast 
Guard Academy. As under- 
classmen, they fill positions 
normally taken by the en- 
listed crew of a ship, includ- 
ing watches. They handle 
over 20,000 square feet of 
sail and over 20 miles of 
rigging. Over 200 lines must 
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be coordinated during a major ship maneuver, and the cadets 
must learn the name and function of each. As upperclassmen, 
they perform officer-level functions. For many, their tour of duty 
aboard Eagle is their first experience of life at sea; it is here that 
they learn to serve as the leaders they will one day become in 


the Coast Guard.

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Built with private funds to commemorate the English colonization 
of America’s 400th anniversary, Elizabeth IT is named for a vessel that 
sailed from Plymouth, England, on the second of the three Roanoke 
voyages sponsored by Sir Walter Raleigh between 1584 and 1587. 


She probably carried marines, colonists, and supplies to establish a 
military garrison to support England’s claim to the New World. 

Elizabeth Il’s sail training program teaches volunteer crew about 
our 16th-century maritime heritage. In addition to classroom instruc- 
tion and dockside training, crew members participate in the care and 
maintenance of wooden vessels. The 24-foot ship’s boat, “Silver 
Chalice,” is used for underway training and travels with Elizabeth IT 
when she sails.

Built for Sir T.O.M. Sopwith’s first challenge for the America’s 
Cup in 1934, Endeavour failed to capture the cup, though she came 
closer than any other non-American vessel to that time. She was 
renowned as the most beautiful of the J-boats. Over the next 46 
years, Endeavour came close to the scrapyard several times, but in 
1984 she was acquired by Elizabeth Meyer, who undertook a five- 
year restoration of the yacht. Endeavour’s richly appointed interior is 
reminiscent of yachting’s heyday at the turn of the century, providing 
contrast to the exhilaration of sailing under 9,000 square feet of 
canvas. Powerful, finely balanced and fast, sailing Endeavour has 
been compared with “riding a 747 bareback.” Since the completion 
of her refit, Endeavour has sailed more than 50,000 miles and carried 
more than 2,000 passengers in North America, Europe, and the 
Mediterranean. There are plans to increase the scope of her voyag- 
ing, and perhaps even undertake a circumnavigation.

Gyrfalcon 
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The Gyrfalcon, a replica of the smallest of the 9th century 
Gokstad Ship’s faering boats, was built by the Hampton Mariners 
Museum in Beaufort, North Carolina under the direction of Geoffrey 
Scofield. The Gyrfalcon and her consort, the Fyrdraca, are both 
owned and operated by The Longship Company, Ltd., a member- 
supported, nonprofit educational institution. Both vessels frequently 
work in concert at maritime parades, waterfront concerts, and festi- 
vals. They also provide public demonstrations with the Markland 
Medieval Mercenary Militia’s Viking camps, where the public enjoys 
the spectacle of crews dressed in historic costume and armor who 


offer historical interpretation.

The replica ship Half Moon (Halve 
Maen) was launched on June 20, 1989, to 
draw attention to the exploration and 
colonization of the Midatlantic States. The 
1609 voyage of the original Halve Maen, 
under the command of Henry Hudson, led 
to the first European settlements—by the 
Dutch in what are now the states of New 
York, New Jersey, Connecticut, Delaware, 
and Pennsylvania. In 1614, the Dutch 
named the area “Nieu Nederlandt.” 

Since her launch, the replica Half Moon 
has visited over 40 ports along the eastern 
seaboard and the Great Lakes. She has 


boarded over 100,000 visitors and partici- 
pated in port festivals and our yearly New Netherland Festival. The 
Half Moonis seen in the 1994 Walt Disney movie Sguanto: An Indian 


Warrior’s Tale. 


The ship’s design is based on original Dutch East India Company 
documents, including the resolution of 1608 ordering the original 
ship’s construction and /uvet’s Journal. Hudson sailed the Halve Maen 
up the Hudson River as far as present-day Albany in 1609.

On September 10, 1813, a 


small squadron of nine warships 
under the command of Commo- 


dore Oliver Hazard Perry de- 
feated a British squadron of six

Providence is a full-sized 
replica of John Paul Jones’s 
first command, the ex-mer- 
chant vessel Katy, the first 
ship commissioned by the 
Continental Navy. The origi- 
nal ship carried 12 guns and 
was so successful in her 
campaign against the Brit- 
ish—she sank or captured 40 
ships—that she became 
known as the “Lucky Sloop.” 
Jones said of her, “She was 
the first, and she was the 
best.” Under subsequent 
captains, Providence became 
the first ship to land U.S. 
Marines and to fly the Ameri- 
can flag on foreign soil. 

The nonprofit Seaport '76 
built the replica Providence in celebration of the U.S. Bicentennial. 
She has logged more than 200 port calls to more than 100 different 
cities as she stimulates interest in our country’s early maritime heri- 
tage. Individuals interested in joining the Providence as apprentices 
are welcome year around. The ship is available for charter, both 
underway and at dockside, for education, special events, documen- 
tary and film use, and historic reenactments.

Since the 
retirement of 
SALTS flagship, the 
Robertson IT, at the 
end of the 1995 
sail training sea- 
son, a new 
Robertson has 
been taking shape 
at the SALTS 
Heritage Shipyard 
in the inner harbor 
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at Victoria, British Columbia. The lines of the old ship, one of 
Canada’s last original Grand Banks fishing schooners, have been 
carefully copied and a new replica vessel is well underway. Con- 
struction is of double-sawn fir frames, and she is the largest wooden 
sailing vessel presently being built in Canada using traditional meth- 
ods. The boat building team consists largely of skippers and crew 
members of other SALTS vessels, ably assisted by volunteers and 


past trainees. 


The maiden voyage is scheduled to take place in the year 2000 
with a 22-month world circumnavigation. The new Robertson will 
join the Pacific Swift in providing both coastal and offshore sail 
training voyages for approximately 1,000 young people each year.

The full-rigged ship Canadian Rose 
was built in 1970, patterned and 
named after the Royal Navy’s sixth-rate 
HMS Rose, a 24-gun ship built in 1757. 
During the French and Indian War, 
when George Washington wore the 
red coat of a commissioned British 
officer, “HMS” Rose was operated in 
both the Caribbean and the Atlantic 
off North America. In 1984, she was 


purchased by the “HMS” Rose Founda- 


tion and since 1985 she has been 


entirely rebuilt to meet or exceed all 
safety requirements for a vessel of her 


class and size. 
The largest vessel certified as a 


sailing school vessel by the U.S. Coast 
Guard, Rose can embark 100 people 


for day sails and 49 people for overnight passages. Sail training 
along the U.S. East Coast, Canadian Maritimes, Europe, and the West 
Indies lasts from a day to as much as several months.

Workman and Lt. Francis 
A. MacLachlan of the 
Royal Canadian Sea Cadet 
Corps St. Lawrence began 
searching the Canadian 
maritime provinces and 
Great Lakes for a vessel 
to train the boys of their 
expanding organization. 
Finding none, they con- 
ceived of the St. Lawrence 
I, and unwittingly be- 
came the Canadian pio- 
neers of a style of sail training that has inspired thousands of teenag- 
ers since the ship’s first operations on the Great Lakes in 1956. 

Her owners believe that hard work and responsibility at a young 
age creates better citizens. Her complement of 20 comprises 18 new 
trainees, 4 petty officers, 3 watch officers, bosun, cook, an executive 
officer—all teenagers—and a single adult: the captain. 

Trainees in this hands-on program are learn by doing, and 
progress is measured by the CSTA grade standards. Officers are 
graduates of Brigantine, Inc.’s winter program, which includes ship 
maintenance and training in seamanship, navigation, watch keeping, 
and onboard safety. Every year the St. Lawrence II sails about 4,000 
nautical miles, introducing 800 teenagers to the rigors of life aboard 
ship on the Great Lakes.

The Sea Lion is a replica of 
17th-century English merchant 
vessel fashioned after the 
Mayflower II, Constructed on 
Chautauqua Lake, New York, 
using only those tools and 
techniques that would have 
been available in the mid- 
1600s, the ship is considered 
one of the most accurate repro- 
ductions of its kind in the 
United States.

While the Shenandoah is 
not a replica, the vessel’s 
design bears a strong resem- 
blance to that of the U.S.

Spirit of Massachusetts is 
modeled after the fishing schoo- 
ner Fredonia, which was de- 
signed by Edward Burgess in 
1889 and was popular for its 
beautiful appearance and speed. 
The design is typical of the 
Gloucester fishing schooners of 
the late 19th and early 20th 
centuries, the “fast and able” 
vessels which plied the rich 
Grand Banks and Georges Bank. 
The New England Historic 
Seaport's sail training schooner 
Spirit of Massachusetts was 
launched in 1984, and while 


traditional in design and construction, she conforms to all current 
U.S. Coast Guard safety requirements. 

Aboard Spirit of Massachusetts, students participate in its opera- 
tion and learn skills, including basic seamanship and navigation, 
with an introduction to the ocean’s resources. Each program also has 
a unique historical, marine science, or environmental theme.

Star of India is the flagship 
of the San Diego Maritime Mu- 
seum fleet.

“On Saturday, the twentieth 
of December in the yeere 1606, 
the fleet fell from London,” 
wrote George Percy, who kept 
an account of the voyage to 
Virginia. Three small ships— 
Susan Constant of 120 tons, 
Godspeed of 40 tons and Discov- 
ery of 20 tons—were underway 
on a voyage of colonization to 
the new world. On May 13, 
1607, the colonists landed on 
Jamestown Island, named in 
honor of their king, England’s 
first tiny foothold in the New World and that nation’s first successful 
colony in North America. 

Today at Jamestown Settlement, a living history museum which 
recreates America’s first permanent English settlement, the three 
ships have been accurately re-created and serve as working exhibits. 
To further the museum’s educational mission, a volunteer sail train- 
ing program is offered to individuals of all ages. Susan Constant and 
Godspeed embark on several sail training and educational outreach 
voyages each year. Participants are trained in sailing a 17th-century 
merchant vessel including handling square sails, marlinespike sea- 
manship, navigation, safety procedures, watch standing and maritime 
history.

Built in 1988 to support primary 
health care and educational programs 
in Micronesia, Tole Mour (“gift of life 
and health”) was named by the 
school children of the Marshall 
Islands. From 1988 through 1992, 
Tole Mour made regular teaching and 
medical rounds through the remote 
atolls of the Marshalls, serving 15,000 
men, women and children in 58 far- 
flung communities. She carried 
multinational teams of educators and 
health care professionals, most of 
whom served as volunteers. By the 
end of 1992, the volunteer profes-

placed entirely by Marshallese coun- 
terparts using powered patrol craft, which allowed Marimed to phase 
out support and bring Tole Mour home. 

Since 1992, Tole Mour has been used in programs for adolescents 
with special needs, including youth referred by juvenile courts and 
mental health agencies. The ship currently supports a 6- to 12-month 
residential treatment program for Hawaiian youth who live, work, 
and attend school on board while receiving group, individual, and 
family therapy from a multidisciplinary treatment team.

Its sister ship, 
Corsair, offers similar programs for young men. The two ships 
sponsor many joint activities. In addition to the annual two-week 
summer cruise in the Sacramento Delta, they have day sails, races, 
weekend outings, dances, and regattas.

Sound at Kings Point, New York. The USMMA, founded in 1943, is 
the fourth of the five Federal service academies.

During a 
four-year course of study, students spend one year at sea as cadets 
aboard commercial merchant ships, where they gain valuable practi- 
cal experience.

Tuition, room and board are provided by 
the federal government, in exchange for a five-year to eight-year 
service obligation in the civilian transportation industry, active-duty 
military, or Naval Reserve. 

The Academy has long recognized the leadership and seaman- 
ship skills gained through sail training, and supports an extensive 
waterfront program. This includes a five-boat offshore sailing team, 
an intercollegiate sailing team, and an extensive instructional and 
recreational fleet. All midshipman are required to learn to sail, and 
nearly 20% participate in the extracurricular program. Midshipman 
operate and maintain all small craft, and serve in all billets, from 
skippers to watch captains and navigators. The Academy also main- 
tains a fleet of motor vessels, from a 224-foot training ship, the T/V 
Kings Pointer, to small launches and whalers, all of which are used 
for ship handling and watch standing instruction.

Sail Tall Ships!" A Directory of Sail Training and Adventure 
at Sea is now in its tenth edition. The directory provides information 
about ASTA and its goals, details on sail training ships and programs 
in the United States and Canada, and contacts for sail training asso- 
ciations throughout the world. The directory is sent to all current 
ASTA members and also can be ordered from the ASTA office. It is 
also distributed throughout the United States and Canada, through 
maritime museum shops, marinas, maritime events and sail training 
programs, as well as bookstores, libraries, high school guidance 
counselors, university career resource centers, and education confer- 
ences. 

ASTA Guidelines for Educational Programs Under Sail 
describes ASTA standards for sail training education within the 
framework of the Sailing School Vessels Act. This manual defines 
criteria and indicators of effectiveness for the design, delivery, and 
evaluation of curricula, instruction, and program administration. In 
addition to the core of safe seamanship education, the guidelines 
apply to all aspects of sail training: adventure, education, environ- 
mental science, maritime heritage, and leadership development. 

The pocket-size ASTA Syllabus and Logbook enables trainees to 
keep a personal log of their sea time and to document their progress 
in sail training. It provides a progression of skill-building activities in 
nautical and marine science: safety; seamanship; navigation; and 
oceanography. Requirements for the syllabus are carefully spelled 
out, and completion of course work and sea time must be certified 
by either the instructor or the ship’s master. 

The International Safety Forum Proceedings, the annual 
publication of the International Safety Forum, is provided to all 
participants and attendees. It has become highly recommended 
reading for all professionals engaged in sail training, sea education, 
and vessel operation. It is available through the ASTA office. The 
Forum addresses topics ranging from the theoretical to the practical: 
the need to balance safety and challenge in sail training operations, 
underway mishaps and lessons learned, hypothermia, crew training, 
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safety drills, and designing sail training vessels and programs with 
safety in mind.
